Energy plan: soak wasters, reward savers 


WASHINGTON (U Pl) - President Carter is asking a wary Congress to curb 
America’s big appetite for energy by making gasoline, heating oil, natural gas — and 
heavy cars — much more expensive. 


“ Reward those who conserve and penalize those who waste,” the President 
pleaded in his first speech to a joint session of Congress — his second television ap­ 
pearance this week to warn of a “ catastrophe” when world oil supplies dwindle in the 
1980s. 


To take the sting from the taxes he proposed — and avoid causing a depression 
Carter’s plan would return to the taxpayers the billions collected in new energy

The money would flow back in the form of tax cuts, rebates and rewards for those 
who conserve fuel, insulate homes and tap the sun for heat with solar energy 
systems. 
Carter’s central points: 
— A heavy wellhead tax on domestic oil to bring its price to the world price of over 


The Democrats who run Congress welcomed him with a standing ovation but thin 
applause for his specifics. They promised to give his ideas a fair hearing. 
House Speaker Thomas O’Neill, who supports Carter’s program, foresaw a bruis­ 
ing fight. Congress’ past differences with Carter over dams and taxes were mere 
skirmishes, he said: “ This is the battle.”

Congressional uneasiness was most apparent over a gradual gasoline tax increase 
of as much as 57 cents a gallon by 1988. Americans bum 7 million gallons of gasoline a 
day, much of it driving to and from work. 
“ I am not willing to vote a tax on people who face a real struggle to pay their pre­ 
sent gasoline bills,” said Rep. Paul Simon, D-Ill., in a typical comment. 


$13 a barrel to encourage conservation. 
— Starting with 1978 model cars, those going in showrooms this fall, an attack on 
the American status symbol — the big V8 — with taxes of from $52 to $449 on gas guz­ 
zlers The tax would reach nearly $2,500 by 1985 on low mileage cars. Rebates of as 
much as $500 would be paid buyers of cars that get 39 miles to the gallon. 
— Standby authority to ration gasoline and creation of a national petroleum 
reserve of one billion gallons — a 10-month supply — to cope with a new oil embargo. 


—A goal of reducing total gasoline consumption through a tax of 5 cents per gallon 
in 1979 and every year that consumption increases. 
— Tax credits of as much as $410 for homeowners who install storm windows and 
insulation and of up to $2,200 for those willing to spend $7,400 or more to install solar 
heating systems. A 10 per cent tax credit to businesses for investments in conserva­ 
tion measures. 
— Reform of utility rates to eliminate discounts to high-volume customers and to 
offer lower rates to those who use electricity at night, when demand is lowest. 


— New emphasis on coal and coal research, with a tax, starting ih 1979, on large in­ 
dustries that refuse to switch from oil or gas to coal. 
— Continued price controls on oil, but a minimum price for natural gas so gas will 
not be “ cheap” relative to oil. 
Carter would retain controls, but encourage conservation by raising prices tnrougn 
the new wellhead taxes with the billions raised returned to consumers through 
rebates. 
For the time being, Carter rejected a favorite proposal of liberals — legislation to 
break up the oil giants. But he proposed to monitor profits and performances with the 
government collecting data it now relies upon the industry to furnish. 
World's experts 
endorse program 


United Press International 
Energy experts throught the world to­ 
day endorsed President Carter’s energy 
conservation package and said they 
hoped it would provide the inspiration for 
a similiar wordlwide movement. 
"The fact that the President of the 
world’s richest nation is taking conser­ 
vation so seriously will enhance the im­ 
portance of energy saving and develop­ 
ment programs in other countries,” 
Britain’s Energy Department said. 
“ The U.S.A. is easily the biggest con­ 
sumer of energy and if it is able to 
achieve the energy conservation 
program ... the energy outlook for the 
rest of the world will be brighter.” 
The European Common Market’s 
energy chief, Guido Brunner of West 
Germany, said in Brussels that he hoped 
to propose a European conservation 
program similar to Carter’s in June. 


Brunner said Carter was “ telling 
American citizens — and the whole 
world — that we have forgotten too 
quickly the oil shock of 1973.” 
“ We in the European community can 
be inspired by this... we will follow suit 
with a specific program of energy saving 
which I intend to submit to the council of 
ministers in June,” he said. 
In Venezuela, one of the world’s 
leading oil exporters and supplier of 
about a million barrels a day to the 
United States, Finance Minister Hector 
Hurtado urged Venezuelans to follow the 
U.S. lead. 
“ We have been wasting and abusing oil 
in extremely worrisome fashion,” he 
said. “ It would be wise to adopt 
measures... raising taxes on gasoline and 
gas-guzzling automobiles.”

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17-0 endorsement 
of report paves way 
for state water vote

The County Water Agency Advisory 
Committee, by a 17-0 vote, approved a 
report on water pricing, allocation and 
financing Wednesday. 
The action 
marked what many believe is a step 
forward on the path to an election in 1978 
or 1979 on possible funding of State 
Project water from the north 
The 42-page report contained recom­ 
mendations of a subcommittee, which 
had labored for months, advocating a so- 
called “ railroad ticket method of cost 
distribution” for supplemental water by 
which payment by users would increase 
in proportion to distance from terminal 
facilities in the Santa Maria area. 
But at the same time, the full commit­ 
tee agreed that the county, in all fairness 
to areas including Lompoc and Cuyama, 
should “ consider reasonable limited 
adjustments in the resulting cost dis­ 
tribution to mitigate historic tax in­ 
equities relating to existing water 
projects. ” 
Former Lompoc Mayor Arthur D. 
Scott Jr. had been foremost in arguing 
that Lompoc had been paying its share of 
the tax load leading to the Cachuma and 
Twitchell Dam projects and could be ex­ 
pected now to get some advantages in 
shouldering any new costs for State 
Project Water or other supplemental 
water developed in the county. 
The full committee indicated agree­ 
ment with subcommittee findings that 
county taxpayers shouldn’t be expected 
to help subsidize supplemental water for 
agriculture in the county, despite its im­ 
portance as the county’s so-called No. 1 
industry. 
Maurice F. Twitchell, Fifth District 
committee member from Santa Maria, 
pointed out there are no water distribu­ 
tion facilities for agriculture in the coun­ 
ty: that most of the agricultural areas 
are located in the North County, par­ 
ticularly Santa'Maria Valley, and con­ 
cluded he “ couldn’t see the county sub­ 
sidizing agriculture and not subsidizing 
industry” 
Scott, evidently satisfied that the 
report kept the door open for Lompoc’s 
advantage as sought during subcommit­ 
tee sessions, made the motion for ap­ 
proval of the report by the full commit­ 
tee. Scott served on the subcommittee. 
County Water Agency Engineer- 
Manager Charles Lawrance expressed 
pleasure at the unanimous vote, and said 
Committee Chairman Thomas Van Nat- 
ta, of Santa Barbara, would work with 
staff to make revisions as directed by the 
committee, and forward the report to the 
Board of Supervisors “ in a few weeks 
The supervisors, Lawrance said, could 
make what changes they wished in the 
report and emerge with official county 
policies pertaining to State Project 
water, if voters were to approve a bond 
issue. 
Meanwhile, Lawrance expressed con­ 


cern that the highly complex water 
policy question might not be moving fast 
enough at this time to enable a bond is­ 
sue proposal to get on the November, 
1978 ballot. 
“ It might be necessary to defer the 
election from November, 1978, a few 
months before we get our ducks in line,” 
he asserted. 
He stressed “ it may be difficult to 
make that election date in an orderly, 
practical way.’’ and cited the 18 
meetings of the subcommittee as an ex­ 
ample of long drawn-out procedures. 
“ I feel if an election is not held in 
November, 1978, and has to go another 
six months or so, the state would have to 
give the county another extension.” 
The committee, with representatives 
from each of the five county super­ 
visorial districts, voted to approve a 
statement of its charge as follows: 
“ The objective of this report is to 
develop policies and conditions for 
allocation, pricing and financing of State 
Project water, should this be the method 
selected to augment water supplies. The 
committee was not charged with the 
responsibility of endorsing or recom­ 
mending a particular water supply 
program at this time.” 
Van Natta, representing the First 
District, was named new chairman, suc­ 
ceeding Virgil Phelps, of Lompoc, who 
had not been reappointed to the commit­ 
tee earlier this year. Van Natta had 
served as pro-tem chairman of the full 
committee and chairman of the subcom­ 
mittee Scott was named vice-chairman. 
Regarding the “ railroad ticket’’ 
method of cost distribution approved, the 
committee agreed on the following 
statement: 
“ As to the out-of-county facilities, fix­ 
ed capital cost distribution shall be 
based on purveyor entitlements and 
variable costs will be distributed based 
on the amount of water purchased by the 
purveyors. 
“ Except as stated below, the county 
shall use the railroad ticket method of 
cost distribution for in-county facilities. 
Each purveyor shall pay the fixed and 
variable costs from the point of entry 
into the county to the purveyor’s point of 
delivery. 
“ All fixed charges and costs shall be 
apportioned among the local water 
purveyors in proportion to their max­ 
imum water entitlement. The county 
shall be treated as a purveyor to the ex­ 
tent of its assumed allocation. Variable 
charges and costs, such as various state 
water charges, shall be collected from 
the purveyors on the basis of the amount 
of water actually purchased each water 
year 
“ The county should consider 
reasonable limited adjustments in the 
resulting cost distribution to mitigate 
historic tax inequities relating to ex­ 
isting water oroiects.”

Judge rules on Tris refunds 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A federal 
judge today refused to issue an order 
that might have interfered with refunds 
for consumers who bought children’s sl- 
eepwear treated with the banned 
chemical Tris. 
But U.S. District Judge George Hart 
said it was “ very inequitable“ for the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
to single out manufacturers to pay the 
$200 million refund and recall cost 
Hart scheduled a hearing for April 28 
on the issue so the government could 
rethink its position and textile mills and 


other manufacturers of the raw material 
involved could tell their side of the story. 


But he refused a plea from the 
American Apparel Manufacturers As­ 
sociation for an immediate order which 
would have required textile mills to pay 
for unsold Tris-treated garments and for 
unwashed children’s nightgowns treated 
with Tris, on which consumers can get 
refunds 


“ Anything as dangerous as that, I don’t 
think this court can interfere with the 
recall.” Hart said. “ It’s too dangerous ”

Opponents of the proposed county split 
were all primed for a face-to-face con­ 
frontation with proponents last night, but 
it was not to be — officials of the Com­ 
mittee to Study the County Split said 
proponents declined an invitation to ap­ 
pear. 
Speaking against the split proposal at 
Lompoc Library was Howard Hager, 
professor of economics and colorful foe 
of the proposal; and Dr. Olga Howard of 
Santa Maria The program was similar 
in many respects to previous programs 
held at the library with Hager, the prin­ 
cipal speaker, and at Hapgood School 
with Rosemary Tribulata, center stage. 
Both were on hand last night along 
with Howard, but they were outshone by 
another guest speaker, Bill Parsons, the 
county auditor-controller. Parsons was 
project manager for a county-sponsored 
feasibility study of the county split, 
which was published recently. 
In a series of pronouncements spread 
over several brief time segments, 
Parsons made the following points: 


— The split would require an 82-cent 
increase in taxes for the new county ; and 
a 23-cent increase for the remaining por­ 
tion of the county. The remaining portion 
of the county contains 66 per cent of the 
present county’s assessed valuation and 
25 per cent of the land area, while the 
new county would contain about 36 per 
cent of the assessed valuation, 75 per 
cent of the land area, and 40 per cent of 
the present county’s approximate 283,000 
persons With these figures in mind the 
new county would have to finance 55 per 
cent of the present county’s fire protec­ 


tion costs on only 36 per cent of the pre­ 
sent county’s tax base Furthermore, ac­ 
cording to Parsons, the new county 
would have to finance maintenance costs 
on 62 per cent of the present county’s 
roads on only 40 per cent of the revenues 
for roads. The new county would also 
have to finance about half of the present 
county's park costs on lower revenues 
than are presently being applied to the 
item. 
Parsons was somewhat hampered by 
the format of the program that “ cut me

off just when I was preparing to make a 
point.” Nevertheless, he hammered 
away at claims of the split proponents. 
Parsons challenged the contention of 
the proponents that they can cut $500,000 
off the costs of jail operation. He also 
challenged the contention of proponents 
that they can cut $399,000 from welfare 
administration “ They say they can cut 
19 positions from welfare administra­ 
tion, with that much savings, but they 
overlook the fact that they will at the 
same time lose $292,000 by that action,’ 
Parsons said The savings in other words 
would be reduced by the reduction in 
revenues, Parsons said. 
Parsons conceded that the new county 
could improve accessibility of people to 
their new county government, but said, 
in actual practice, residents of the new 
county could wind up with less services 
than they now enjoy. 
The impact of the split on the south or 
remaining portion of the county would be 
severe, Parsons said and it would have a 
“ devastating” impact on the south coun­ 
ty’s retirement fund finances In addi­ 
tion to those considerations, the south 
county might have to pay the north 
county $3.8 million for distribution of fix­ 
ed assets, and would be obligated to 
provide all governmental services to the 
north county for a two-year transition 
period, services to be provided at cost to 
the new county. 
Proponents of the split proposal are 
collecting signatures on petitions in an 
effort to put the question to a vote of the 
people. Critics of the action contend the 
election process would cost the county 
about $300,000, regardless of which way 
the voters voted, yes or no on the ques­ 
tion 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The cost of 
living rose 0.6 per cent in March, the 
Labor Department said today. And the 
government quickly announced bigger 
benefit checks to more than 37 million 
retired and disabled Americans. 
Higher retail prices for fuel oil, 
restaurant meals and coffee spurred the 
Consumer Price Index increase last 
month. The CPI has risen at an annual 
rate of 10 per cent in the first quarter of 
1977. the Labor Department said 
That rate is more than double the 4.2 
per cent annual rise in consumer prices 
during the final quarter of 1976. 
Under a 1972 law, the cost-of-living 
boost automatically triggered higher 
payments to m illions of needy 
Americans. 
Less than two hours after the retail 
prices were announced, the Department 
of Health. Education and Wefare said 
Social Security benefits for 33.4 million 
retired and disabled persons will go up 
5.9 per cent July 1. 
Another 4.3 million needy, blind and 
disabled persons on Supplemental 
Security Income also will get a 5.9 per 
cent boost in July. 
The effect of the price increases along 
with higher income taxes was to reduce 
the average worker’s buying power by 
0.1 per cent from February. 
But there was some good news in the 
report. 
Although the 0.6 per cent rise in March 
was high by traditional standards — 
including most of 1976 — it was lower 
than the inflation rate of 0.8 per cent in 
January and 1 per cent in February when 
cold weather damaged crops and led to 
higher fuel consumption. The depart­ 
ment said the rate of food price in­ 
creases eased in March except for cof­ 
fee, up 7 per cent, fresh fruit, up 4.9 per 
cent, and poultry v up 3 per cent. 
The Consumer Price Index, which 
measures a market basket of goods 
bought by an average urban family of 
four, stood at 178.2 in March from the 
1967 base of 100. This means consumers 
paid $17 82 in March for goods costing $10 
only a decade ago. 
"Prices of restaurant meals and 
snacks continued to show large in­ 
creases,” the department said. It also 
cited used cars — whose prices climbed 
four times faster than new cars — fuel 
oil and coal as troublesome areas 
Gasoline prices also rose, but not so fast 
as in earlier months. 
Retail coffee prices are increasing at a 
rate of nearly 1 per cent a day and now 
account for almost one penny of every 
consumer dollar. 
While prices for clothing and food 
bought for home consumption had a 
moderating effect on the CPI compared 
with January and February, the depart- 
me 
said services cost significantly 
more. 
There were large increases in rents, 
mortgage interest and fares for cab rides 
and railroad and airplane tickets 
Deficit to be 
$20 billion 
below estimate 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The federal 
budget deficit this year will be $45 billion 
or $46 billion — almost $20 billion less 
than President Carter had anticipated — 
budget director Bert Lance said today. 
Lance, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, said his office 
was still putting final touches on a new 
estimate of the deficit, but he said the 
figure could be as low as $45 billion. 
He said the federal treasury will save 
$11.2 billion because of Carter’s decision 
last week to scrap the $50 per person tax 
rebate and a package of tax benefits for 
business 


He said another $10 billion may be 
saved due to higher-than-expected 
revenues collected by the government 
and because of less federal spending. 


When Carter submitted his budget 
revisions to Congress in January, the es­ 
timated deficit for fiscal 1977 was $68 
billion 
President Gerald Ford’s esti­ 
mate was $57.2 billion. 
If Lance’s estimates are correct, the 
deficit for this year would be tjie lowest 
since fiscal 1974.

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President facing formidable task 
Reactions vigorously varied on Carter's energy plan

“ Conservation is where it’s at!” exclaimed Memphis school 
teacher Cindy Moskovitz. ,“ I expect to vote for it,” declared Sen. 
Russell Long, D-La. The President’s plan is “ contrary to the 
character of our people,” countered Rep. Robert Buman, R-Md. 
Magnify those reactions millions of times and you get some idea 
of the task facing President Carter. There are many believers in 
the energy problem, but few agree on the solution. 
And despite Clinton, Mass., selectman Allan Jew ett’s as­ 
sessment that Carter’s speech Wednesday night made “ all 
Americans partners in a common purpose,” it appeared to divide 
regions in the battle to assure equal sacrifice. » 
The energy program “ is aimed like a cocked gun at Texas,” said 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe. “ This is basically unfair to Texas. The people 
lost, the bureacracy won.” 
Wallet impact of 
energy proposals 
still uncertain 


And Gov. Edwin Edwards of Louisiana baited the Northeast: 
“ We’re doing what the rest of the nation wants to do,” the gover­ 
nor said. “ If the East Coast doesn’t want to produce, fine. We 
won’t produce.” 
Others, like Mrs. Moskovitz, were glad “ he’s finally putting 
pressure on Detroit, big luxury fuel-wasting cars are not a neces­ 
sity.” 
Democrats in Congress liked the plan for the most part. But even 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill, after pledging “ wholehearted” support, 
said “ the only thing I ’ve got to say is he’s going to have to give us 
some help along the line.” 
Carter will have to. 
Republican National Committee Chairman B ill Brock said the 
plan “ will result in inflation, reduced economic growth and the 
loss of jobs.”

Carter’s plan, Brock said, “ has no sense of vision for the future.” 
Maryland’s Bauman said, “ Asking America, the richest nation 
on earth, to start acting like a poor nation is contrary to the 
character of our people.” And he coupled his criticism with a call 
for increased production. 
Carl Curtis, Nebraska’s Republican senator was “ disappointed 
in the speech generally. It signals total control and management of 
our energy sources.” 


The reaction from industry was largely favorable, but some 
thought Carter ignored the production angle of the energy equa­ 
tion. 


“ We applaud the president and his administration for an aggres­ 
sive effort to impress upon all Americans the seriousness and 
urgency of our national energy supply situation,” said George 


Lawrence, president of the American Gas Association. 
And President John McGinty of the American Institute of 
Architects pledged: “ This is one interest group that won t fight 
President Carter’s energy program.” 
But Charles Maxwell, a Wall Street analyst, said the plan “ is giv­ 
ing us more of the measures of interference that brought us into 
this mess in the first place.” 
And President Jack Blanton of the Texas Mid-Continental Oil 
and Gas Association, said “ a glaring deficiency is the absence of 
any real stimulus for developing U.S. crude oil and natural gas 
As for the man on the street, Dr. Jam es Johnson of Jackson, 
Miss., spoke for much of the country in saying simply, “ I think 
Americans are in favor of a national energy policy. When it 
becomes a problem, is when their particular group has to do the 
sacrificing.” 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
President Carter’s new energy 
plan spells out in great detail 
the sacrifices to be thrust on 
the average American, but is 
vague about how Carter intends 
to soften the blow. 
As a result, the pocketbook 
impact remains a mystery. 
Carter placed a heavy em­ 
phasis on new taxes, starting 
this fall and increasing steadily 
for 10 years, to curb the 
nation's historically voracious 
appetite for energy. 
Wellhead taxes on domestic 
crude oil would raise U.S. 
prices to the world level by 1980 
adding an average 7 cents a 
gallon to consumer prices. That 
tax might bring in $14 billion a 
year. 
Taxes at the pump would 
boost gasoline prices by 5 cents 
a year for the next decade un­ 
less upward trends in con­ 
sumption are reversed. The 
government would take in 
another $5 billion for each 
year's increase. 
Heavy cars would be taxed by 
up to $449 each starting with 
1978 models, the ones that will 
be in showrooms this fall, and 
the levy would increase until it 
reached a maximum $2,488 for 
those getting less than 13 miles 
a gallon in 1978. More millions 
or billions in taxes. 
Every industry and utility 
that burns oil or natural gas. 
with the exception of some 
agricultural and fertilizer con­ 
cerns. would feel the bite in 
1979 of a tax designed to en­ 
courage them to shift to coal. 
Still more taxes. 
In general, Carter said he 
wants all those revenues to go 
back to consumers. But the 


plans he spelled out Wednesday 
were vague about how that 
might be accomplished. 
A senior energy official said 
some of the new tax billions 
might be used for tax reform 
and welfare reform. He also 
said the return would be 
handled by the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service through income tax 
credits. 
But there was no breakdown 
of the impact on the average 
family. 
“ All of the money collected 
by this tax on w astefu l 
automobiles will be returned to 
consumers through rebates on 
automobiles that are more ef­ 
ficient than the mileage stan­ 
dards,” Carter said. 
A White House fact sheet 
spelled out the rebates — from 
$47 for a 19 mpg car to $473 for a 
39 mpg car or an electric auto 
in 1978, rising to a maximum 
$493 in 1985 — but administra­ 
tion officials acknowledged that 
details have not been worked 
out. 


The senior W hite House 
energy official said oil tax re­ 
funds would be geared to first 
offset any increased prices felt 
by those who heat their homes 
with oil. He said the rest of the 
money taken in by the govern­ 
ment would be returned to all 
citizens, with rebates reaching 
perhaps $25 per person 


But the official said refunds 
to oil-heated homes would have 
to be handled on a case-by-case 
basis, with the homeowner 
responsible for keeping the 
records. 
Asked how that would work, 
he replied sharply: “ Ask the 
IR S ’’ 


Daylight time begins Sun. 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Most of the nation turns the 
clock ahead one hour starting 
Sunday, beginning six months 
of Daylight Saving Time. 
The “ fast time” becomes of­ 
ficial at 2 a.m. April 24, 
but the Department of Tran­ 
sportation, which handles time 
zones and changes in the 
country, advises setting the 
clock ahead one hour before 
retiring Saturday night. 
If you go to bed, say, at 10 
p.m., then turn the clock to 11. 
You lose an hour, but get it back 
again on the last Sunday in Oc­ 
tober when clocks are turned 
back one hour to Standard 


Time. 
The common formula ad­ 
vocated by the department to 
remember the always confus­ 
ing time change is “ Spring for­ 
ward, fall back.” 
There are exceptions to the 
time change, however. Arizona 
and Hawaii, as well as Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and 
American Samoa, have never 
come under Daylight Time. 
Those residents need not 
change their clocks. 
All of Indiana will come un­ 
der the same time on Sunday, 
lasting for the six-month dura­ 
tion of Daylight Saving Time. 
Eighty counties around In­ 


dianapolis, Fort Wayne and 
South Bend never did go on 
Daylight Time, electing to re­ 
main on Standard Time year 
around. Those counties, howe­ 
ver, are in the Eastern Time 
Zone 
Six counties in the northwest, 
and six co u n ties in the 
southwest, observe Daylight 
Time.

Israel celebrates 
its 29th birthday 


T E L AVIV, Israel (U P I) - 
Israel entered its 30th year to­ 
day with a dramatic aerial dis­ 
play of its homemade K fir 
fighters that served notice to 
the Arabs it intends to negotiate 
a future peace from a position 
of m ilitary strength. 
Domestically, the nation of 
three million was conscious of 
the financial scandals and 
political upheavals of the past 
year that climaxed two weeks 
ago w ith the dow nfall of 
Yitzhak Rabin as prime minis­ 
ter. 
But Israelis celebrated In­ 
dependence Day with songs, 
street dances, picnics and 
fireworks 
Four squadrons of the camou­ 
flaged delta-winged K firs 
streaked at 2,000 feet over 
cities and rural areas along the 
M editerranean coast then 
swung east to sweep over the 
brown Judean hills and Jerusa­ 
lem. 
The flyby marked the first 
time Israel has used only its 
own warplanes in an Independ­ 
ence Day show of strength. 


relying in the past on Ameri­ 
can-built F4 Phantom fighter- 
bombers and the sm aller 
Skyhawks

French-built 
Mirages. 
The unification of Arab and 
Jewish Jerusalem under the 
armed might of Israel in the 
1967 Middle East war served as

of Arab East Jerusalem, King 
Hussein of Jordan, warned of a 
“ disaster" unless peace talks 
began soon. 


With the power of the Kfirs 
backing him up.

“ We work and pray for peace 
even as we must continue to de­ 
fend ourselves until peace with 
security is achieved We do so 
in the awareness that only a

WASHINGTON (U P I) - There are some 
money-saving provisions in President Carter’s 
energy plan, but if the package becomes law the 
average American will need that cash to cover 
other price increases the plan may trigger. 
For one thing, if he buys a fuel-stingy car, he 
gets the price cut as much as several hundred 
dollars, depending on gasoline mileage 


Battening his home for the cold weather could 
bring a tax break of more than $400 on a 
“ weatherizing” expenditure of $2,200 


Solar equipment of a specified type would also 
bring a tax break, and electricity use at off-peak 
times of the day could mean he’ll get a bargain 
rate. 
But the appliances he buys will have to be 
more energy-efficient, and they will probably 


cost more. 
For instance, gasoline could go to more than 
$1 a gallon in the next several years because of 
the effects of a gasoline and oil tax 
The oil tax effect would be about seven cents 
per gallon of gasoline in two years. The gasoline 
tax would be five cents a gallon each year that 
consumption rose more than a specified amount 
Cumulatively, those two could add 57 cents to a 
gallon of gasoline in 10 years. 
Natural gas will cost more, as will heating oil. 
The exact effect can’t be predicted, but it would 
be a relatively low portion of the home heating 
bill because the raw material is but a fraction of 
the heating bill 
As for winterizing his home, demand is sure to 
increase the prices of insulation, storm win­ 
dows. and weatherstripping.

harangued Cuba and the Soviet 
Union 
The rebel forces, comprised 
of exiled local tribesmen, in­ 
vaded Zaire from Angola six 
weeks ago 
But Zairean and 
Moroccan troops aided by four- 
foot pygmies have scored a 
major breakthrough and sent 
the invaders retreating, accord­ 
ing to the government. 
The prisoners told reporters 
through interpreters they had 
been forcibly abducted.

Rock Cornish Game Hens 
celery-mushroom dressing 
8 thawed frozen Rock Cornish hens 
salt, pepper 
9 tbsp. butter, melted 
4 cups chopped celery 
4 cups coarsely chopped mushrooms 
2 tsp. salt 


Vk tsp. rosemary 


Vk tsp. thyme 
Vk tsp. pepper 
2/3 cup coarsely chopped water chestnuts 
In a large skillet, melt 1 tbsp. butter. Add celery, 
mushrooms, 2 tsp. salt, rosemary, thyme and Vk tsp. 
pepper. Simmer until celery is tender. Add water 
chestnuts. Stir until evenly mixed. 
Place hens on a tray, backs up. Brush evenly with 4 
tbsp. melted butter and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Broil 12-15 minutes. Remove hens from tray and 
spread dressing over bottom of tray. Place hens on 
top, breast side up. Brush with 4 tbsp. melted butter. 
Broil until golden brown. Turn oven temperature to 
moderatly slow (325 degrees) and bake 20 minutes or 
until hens are very tender. Baste occasionally with the 
pan juices. Garnish with radishes and parsley.

Busy Day Lemon Cheesecake 
1 8 oz. pkg. cream cheese 
2 cups milk 
1 pkg (3% oz.) instant lemon pudding mix 
1 8 inch graham cracker crumb crust 
Stir cream cheese until very soft, then blend in Vk 
cup milk. Add remaining 1 Vk cups milk and the pudding 
mix. Beat slowly with a rotary egg beater just until 
well mixed, about 1 minute. Do not overbeat. 
Pour at once into crumb crust and sprinkle ad­ 
ditional crumbs lightly over top of filling, if wished 
Chill about 1 hour. Makes 8 servings. 


Roquefort Cheese Potatoes 
. In a saucepan, melt 5 tbsp. butter, add 5 tbsp. flour 
and cook the roux over low heat, stirring 2 minutes. 
Remove from heat and stir in gradually. 2 cups of light 
cream, scalded, and 2/3 cup chicken broth. Cook the 
sauce, stirring until it is thick and smooth. Stir in 5 
tbsp Parmesan cheese, 1 tsp. salt and Vk tsp. white 
pepper. 


Fold in 2 lbs. potatoes, cooked, peeled and diced. 
Add salt and pepper to taste. Divide into 8 buttered 
ramekins of 1 buttered casserole dish. Sprinkle each 
serving with 2 tbsp. crumbled Roquefort cheese, 2 tsp. 
melted butter and paprika to taste. Large casserole 
amounts are 16 tbsp. cheese, 16 tbsp. butter and 
paprika to cover top. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 12-15 minutes, or a little 
longer for the casserole. Serves 8.

Mix ingredients in saucepan and simmer 10 minutes. 
Use hot or cold with pork or poultry.

Vk cup orange juice 
Vk cup smooth peanut butter 
1 tsp. browning and seasoning sauce 
dash tabasco 
Mix thoroughly. Simmer a few minutes until well 
blended. Use hot or cold with pork as a brush-on for 
barbecue or as a sauce. 


Fruit Medley 
1 small can each pitted dark cherries, mandarin 
orange segments and apricot halves, drained 
1 tsp. cornstarch 
Vk cup orange or ginger marmalade 
2 tsp. browning and seasoning sauce 
Drain and reserve juice from each can of fruit 
separately. Measure one fourth cup of each fruit into 
saucepan. Blend in cornstarch and marmalade. Cook 
until mixture boils. Add browning and seasoning sauce 
and drained fruit. Heat through and serve as a sauce 
with Cornish hens or ducklings.

Due to a marked increase in 
the consumption of water for 
agricultural use during the 
months of February and March, 
directors of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation 
District. Improvement District 
No. 1, Tuesday night agreed to 
order from the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency the dis­ 
trict’s total pro rata allotment 
of 298.64 acre feet of surplus 
water 
from Cachuma reser­ 
voir. 
Directors took the action 
after a lengthy discussion 
which centered on the district's 
current water supply and what 
was 
described as the urgent 
need of agriculture for in­ 
creased water in a dry year. 
In addition, the board will ask 
the county water agency to 
carry over until the next water 
year any of the surplus from 
this year which is not used by 
May 14. Directors indicated, 
however, that the district an­ 
ticipates it will need the full or 
near full amount by that date. 
Figures based on a study of 
water usage in the district for 
March revealed that 192 acre 
feet were used in March of 1976, 
compared to ?64 acre feet last

Usage in February of 
this year was 172 acre feet 
greater than in February of 
1976. Total usage to date for the 
year is 3,720 acre feet com­ 
pared to 3,558 acre feet last 
year. 


The total acre feet increase 
for the year is attributed to the 
heavy consumption in February 
and March of this year, which 
totaled 413 acre feet for the 
same two months last year. 
The domestic water use for 
March was up nine per cent 
over the previous March, while 
agricultural use jumped 141 per 
cent for the month compared to 
March of 1976. 
In other action, the board 
authorized the preparation of 
an application for a loan of 
$240,000 from the U.S. Bureau 
of Reclamation under the provi- 
sio n s of the E m ergen cy 
Drought Act of 1977. Funds 
from the loan will be used to 
drill two new district wells in 
the upland basin 
It was reported that district 
engineer Thomas M 
Stetson 
was working to determine the 
best locations for the well from 
several that are available 


within the district. 
It was noted that if the dis­ 
trict is successful in obtaining 
the loan, the well projects must 
be completed in the 1977 calen­ 
dar year in order to quality. 
Thomas M. Petersen, district 
manager, said he estimated the 
district’s needs for the 1977-78 
water year would be 6,500 acre 
feet The district has a basic an­ 
nual allotment of 3,200 acre feet 
from Cachuma and the balance 
comes from district wells. 


Petersen expressed the opi­ 
nion that the district would be 
able to provide an adequate 
supply of w ater for the 
remainder of this water year 
and into the summer from the 
district’s existing wells. 


He pointed out that additional 
wells would be necessary 
should the district be con­ 
fronted with another minimal 
rain year. 
It was also reported that the 
PG&E had completed tests at 
pump stations at all district 
wells and booster stations and 
discovered a drop in efficiency 
in most and particularly in the 
booster at the Meadowlark Sta­ 
tion 


Board members learned that 
the m ead lo w lark Statio n 
booster pump is in need of ex­ 
tensive repair. 


Petersen was authorized to 
proceed with the work at an es­ 
timated cost of between $5,000 
and $6,000. It was pointed out 
that the repair project will 
require a standby motor should 
an extensive length of time be 
required to repair the motor at 
the station at the present time 
Hopefully, it was said, the job

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Claudine Longet 
begins jail term 


ASPEN, Colo. (U PI) - Graf­ 
fiti covers the yellow walls of 
the cell in a condemned Aspen 
jail equipped to hold two 
prisoners, but only one current­ 
ly is in residence — entertainer 
Claudine Longet. 
Miss Longet, her tan from a 
Mexican vacation contrasting 
with the jail-issued white jump­ 
suit, is serving a 30-day 
sentence for the shooting death 
of her lover, Vladimir “ Spider” 
Sabich. 
Miss Longet, 36. began serv­ 
ing the sentence at the Pitkin 
County Ja rl Monday, but 
authorities did not release that 
information until Wednesday. 
She will spend the time in a 
14-by-16-foot cell which is 
“ painted yellow, has private 
lavatory facilities and two 
beds,” a jail spokesman said. 
The official said Miss Longet 
“ had no complaints” about the 
graffiti on the cell walls. 


The cell is the jail’s only 
facility for a female prisoner 
and Miss Longet will have to 
share it with any woman who 
might be arrested prior to com­ 
pletion of her sentence. 


“ Her food will be brought in 
from the hospital because we 
don’t have cooking facilities 
here,” the spokesman said. 
“ She has a little exercise yard 
out back which she will share 
with the male prisoners.” 


Miss Longet, ex-wife of 
singer Andy Williams, was con­ 
victed Jan. 14 of criminally 
negligent homicide, a mis­ 
demeanor, in the death of 
Sabich at the $250,000 luxury 
chalet they shared for two 
years. Sabich, a two-time 
World Pro Ski champion, died 
March 21, 1976, of a single 22- 
caliber bullet wound in the ab­ 
domen. 
The Colorado Health Depart­ 
ment last week condemned the 
jail for health and safety viola­ 
tions and said the facility 
probably would be ordered 
closed in 30 days. But Sheriff’s 
Sgt. Rick Kralicek said the 
former Las Vegas showgirl’s 
sentence “ will probably lapse 
before the condemnation (is 
carried out).” 
Kralicek said Miss Longet 
would be allowed visitors on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays but 
visiting privileges were limited 
to blood relatives — including 
her three children — attorneys 
and clergymen. He said under 
the restrictions Williams would 
not be allowed to visit, but ad­ 
ded the “ final decision will be 
made by the sheriff.” 
After she was convicted, 
District Court Judge George 
Lohr said Miss Longet could 
serve the sentence any time 
before next fall. Following 
sentencing, she left for a vaca­ 
tion in Mexico. 
Killer checking on 
victims also dies 


INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) - 
Police say Melvin Carr used his 
garage and automobile fumes 
as a gas chamber to kill three 
people Wednesday, but the 
fumes also killed him when he 
returned to check on his vic­ 
tims 
Police identified the victims 
as Karen Mills, 24. her son 
Robert Jr , 2, and Sandra E 
Harris. 17, who lived together 
about three blocks from Carr's 
house The teen-ager had been 
sexually molested, police said. 
They said Mrs. Mills’ widow­ 
er is a prisoner in the Indiana 
State Reformatory at Pend­ 
leton 
Reformatory records 
showed Robert Mills was serv­ 
ing two 1-5 terms for burglary. 
Homicide Sgt James Parnell 
said he believed Carr, 62, ab­ 
ducted his three victims at gun­ 
point sometime before dawn 
and took them to the garage 
behind his home, then forced 
them into the car trunk, locked 
it and attached a vacuum 
cleaner hose to the exhaust, 
piping the fumes into the trunk 


Carr apparently left the gar­ 
age. Parnell said, and later re­ 
entered with a handkerchief 
over his face to check on the 
victims, but was overcome 
while disconnecting the hose 
Carr’s wife. Harriett, was 
looking for him and found the 
garage door slightly ajar. She 
turned the motor off after dis­ 
covering what had happened 
and called police. 


Dr. David Doedens, a tox­ 
icologist, said carbon monoxide 
victim s sometimes are so 
quickly affected that “ uncon­ 
sciousness might be the first 
symptom you have ” 


Police said Carr had a long 
police record that included a 
Nov. 20, 1970. conviction in 
Houston. Tex., on white slavery 
charges, arrests on other sex 
offense charges and a recent 
prison term for embezzlement. 
The deaths also spurred a 
new investigation into the 10- 
year-old unsolved disappear­ 
ance of Lois Williams. 35, and 
her daughter Karen. 17.

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Little Hoover Commission labels Caltrans 'a mess' 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - In 
another blast at the Brown Ad­ 
ministration. the Little Hoover 
Commission calls the State 
Department of Transportation 
“ a mess” that has cost Califor­ 
nia taxpayers an unnecessary 
$68 3 million because of its 
failure to implement an over-all 
highway improvement program 
Commissioner Carmen War- 
schaw gave an inkling of the 
content of the report Wednes­ 
day at a Los Angeles meeting 
She chaired a subcommittee 
which prepared the report. 


called the Caltrans Study 
Report. 
The report in its entirety with 
‘‘a few minor changes” in 
wording was to be released in 
Sacramento. 
Mrs. Warschaw said Caltrans 
‘‘is a mess” but added, ‘‘I can’t 
put the blame on the present ad­ 
ministration or the previous 
one.” She did not elaborate. 
The report mentions the $68.3 
million cost since 1973 as due to 
the failure to implement a 
proper program. 
One commissioner remarked, 


‘‘This is the only report not 
leaked to the press.” 
Mrs. Warschaw quipped. 
‘‘That’s because our staff 
members don’t hang out in 
bars.” 
The group, officially known 
as the Commission on Cali­ 
fornia State Government Or­ 
ganization and Economy also 
approved a series of other 
reports but did not release the 
contents officially. These in­ 
cluded the Governor’s Reorgan­ 
ization Plan No. 1 of 1977; 
Department of Motor Vehicles 


Report; Social Security Report 
(to be released Friday); and 
the State Hospitals Supplemen­ 
tal Report. 
Some acrimony cropped up at 
the meeting in what appeared 
to be a feud with the Brown Ad­ 
ministration because of the 
commission’s criticism of the 
State Department of Health, 
the conduct of the $2.6 billion 
Medi-Cal program, and the 
operation of state hospitals. 
An opening statement by 
Chairman Nathan Shapell al­ 
leged the Medi-Cal program 
CMA official hits Brown's rosy 
assessment of economic climate 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Favorable statements about the 
state business climate con­ 
tained in Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .’s economic report to 
the legislature are ‘‘grossly in­ 
adequate.” says the president 
of the California Manufacturers 
Association 
Robert Mor.agan told the 
legislature’s Joint Committee 
on the State's Econom y 
Wednesday tnat the figures in 
the optimistic 162-page report 
were accurate but its business 
climate observations could not 
be justified 
Noting that government of­ 
ficials. businessmen and econo­ 


mists use the report for basic 
information about the state’s 
economy, Monagan said, “ If 
people use this as a bible 
they’re using the wrong scrip­ 
ture. 
“ The data may be accurate 
but the policy statements are 
grossly inadequate and need to 
be addressed,” Monagan de­ 
clared angrily. 
Monagan cited numerous 
statements in the report which 
he said are not supported by 
facts. 
He said, for example, the 
report favorably compared 
California's industrial growth 
to those of other major Eastern 


industrial states. But he added 
that California businessmen 
agree they face stiffer compet- 
tion from Southern and South­ 
western “ Sun Belt” states 
where growth is outstripping 
California's. 
The report, called the best 
yet by Committee Chairman 
John Holmdahl, D-Castro 
Valley, was prepared by the 
Department of Finance and 
was considered Brown’s most 
detailed defense yet against 
frequent criticism the adminis­ 
tration was anti-business and 
anti-growth. 
Monagan noted the report ad­ 
mitted that taxes in California 
Farm access restriction advances 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
measure greatly restricting the 
controversial access rule 
which allows union organizers 
to enter farm property has ad­ 
vanced to the Senate floor. 


The bill (SB20) by Sen. John 
Stull. R-Escondido. cleared the 
Industrial Relations Committee 
Wednesday on a 4-1 vote, the 
exact number needed. 


It would prohibit the Agricul­ 
tural Labor Relations Board 
from writing any rule which 
conflicts with other provisions 
of the state farm labor law. 
Stull argued this would wipe out 
the present access rule but still 
allow union organizers to apply 
for entry to fields on a case-by- 
case basis. 


The farm labor board last 
year revised the rule to place 
tighter restrictions on organiz­ 
ers entering fields. 


The board also revised 
regulations to allow organizers 
to inspect lists of employes 
prior to filing petitions for 


representation elections. TTie 
Stull bill would bar access to 
the lists until after petitions are 
filed 
Both unions and growers 
were angered by the board’s 
revision of the rule, each con­ 
tending it did not go far enough. 
James Eller of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation told 
the committee growers prefer 
to settle farm labor problems 
through the board. 
“ But there is a growing 
frustration and impatience in 


the farm community because 
farmers have been unable, 
through the hearing process, to 
present their concerns to either 
the ALRB or the (legislative) 
oversight committee,” he said. 
Sandy Nathan, an attorney 
for the United Farm Workers of 
America, said a case-by-case 
determination of whether ac­ 
cess should be allowed would 
take several years to litigate. 
“ Access would be meaning­ 
less and that is really the point 
of this bill,” Nathan said. 


are higher than most states,

James Vickerman, chief 
deputy legislative budget ana­ 
lyst, gave a more favorable 
review to the report’s conclu­

He pointed out the 
growth in low-paying, but 
stable, service jobs showed the 
state’s economy is improv­ 
ing.

This drew a quick 
rejoinder from Raymond 
Procunier, Brown’s handpicked 
chief deputy director of the 
Department of Health, who said 
Shapell was unable to “ cope 
with reality.” 
Shapell became indignant 
when he discussed the Procu­ 
rer's “ insulting” remarks. 
“ Just one month ago,” 
Shapell said. “ Mr. Procunier 
testified the state hospitals 
were improved. A few days 
later a committee appointed by 
the governor — not this com­ 
mission — said they were in a 
deplorable situation and called 
them human zoos. Mr. 
Procunier has the nerve to send 
a telegram which insults the 
chairman and insults the com­ 
mission.” 
Shapell then polled the com­ 
missioners present to ask if 
they approved of his opening 
remarks on the Medi-Cal 
program and all except Lloyd 
Rigler backed him up. Rigler 
said he felt the remarks were 
“ not constructive.” 
Shapell cried. “ We cannot 
move these people.” 
Commissioner Maurice Rene 


Chez said he had asked 
Procunier recently to answer 
nine pertinent questions about 
problems in his department but 
Procunier failed to reply 
Vice-chairman Donald G 
Livin g sto n 
rem arked, 
“ Obviously the chairman 
touched some sensitive nerves 
in the Department of Health 
I ’m disappointed in him 
(Procunier) because he’s now 
getting into a personal attack 
format which is obviously un­ 
fair He is under a lot of pres­ 
sure. I have a hunch he’s a little 
too close to the fire to unders­ 
tand the problems. I do not 
think we are acting without 
cause ” 
Among other things, Shapell 
charged in his opening remarks 
that a $1 billion addition to the 
Department of Health budget 
last year, most of it for Medi- 
Cal, helped no one — “ recipi­ 
ents or providers or institutions 
or taxpayers.” 
He said a Department of 
Health crisis predicted by the 
commission 15 months ago “ is 
no longer imminent, it is here 
and growing.” He asserted the 
department has taken “ rela­ 
tively little action” to remedy 


shortcomings. 
In his reply, sent to news 
media and to the commission at 
its Los Angeles meeting. 
Procunier said: 
“ For the chairman of such an 
august body to make allega­ 
tions such as these displays a 
strong lack of knowledge and an 
inability to cope with reality.” 
Shappel and the commission­ 
ers also were incensed by a 
request from Brown to file 
financial disclosure reports. 
Commissioner Manning J 
Post said the attomey-general’s 
office was asked for an opinion 
and said the commissioners do 
not come under the purview of 
the financial disclosure law 
because they are unsalaried 
and members of an advisory 
group. The attorney-general 
will go to court to establish 
their right to refuse financial 
disclosure.

LAKE PLACID. N Y (UPI) - With 
today’s groundbreaking for the 1980 
Winter Olympics, this tiny Adirondack 
Mountain village resumes its place in the 
international sports spotlight for the 
first time since 1932 
President Carter dispatched his son, 
Chip, 26. and Gov. Hugh Carey sent a 
son. Donald. 21, and daughter, Helen, 17, 
to join a host of political figures and 
Olympic officials at the sym bolic 
ceremony. 
While the construction heralds a 
return to the glory of 1932. when the 
village hosted the games for the first 
time, it also provides an important 
economic boost to a badly depressed 
area with an anticipated peak of 450 jobs. 
Carey, who had a speaking engage­ 
ment in Ireland, sent prepared remarks 
to the cerem ony pledging "to do 
everything possible to help in the 
preparation for the Olympic games " 
“ We will make Lake Placid into the 
finest site for winter games in the 
world." the governor promised, “not 
only for the Olympic athletes in 1980. but 
for winter athletes every year.” 
Local officials said that with the last 


environmental hurdles cleared, the ac­ 
tual construction should begin by May 1. 
About $2 million of the 158 million in 
federal construction funds has already 
been let out in bids 
The federally funded construction will 
include a new field house, speed skating 
oval, 90-meter ski jump and athletes’ 
housing, among other projects. 
The field house is expected to be com­ 
pleted by April 1979, the skating oval by 
next January and the ski jump by Oc­ 
tober 1978. 
The state will use about $12 million to 
build a new luge run, refrigerate the 
current bobsled run and improve ski 
trails on state-owned mountains near the 
village. 
The atheletes' housing will be taken 
over for a federal correctional facility 
after the games, while local leaders ex­ 
pect the new field house to attract 
prominent winter sporting events. 
The 260-foot tower of the most con­ 
troversial project, the 90-meter ski jump 
to be built a mile south of the village next 
to the current 70-meter jump, is also ex­ 
pected to be a tourist attractio n 
throughout the year.

Pressure builds in women's sports

STANFORD. Calif 
(UPI) - The 
heavy em phasis on w inning and 
recruiting prize women athletes — ac­ 
centuated with the implementation of Ti­ 
tle IX — has had an adverse affect of 
Stanford's highly successful women’s 
field hockey coach, Shirley Schoof. 
She should be basking in glory Her 
nationally ranked field hockey teams at 
Stanford have won two Western Regional 
titles and made it to the women’s 
national collegiate championships the 
past two years 
But Schoof isn’t pleased In fact, she is 
no longer coach 
In what probably is a first, Schoof an­ 
nounced recently she was resigning 
because of the heavy stress on competi­ 
tion at the intercollegiate level Instead, 
she will devote her time to simply being 
a physical education instructor at Stan­ 
ford 
“ With the emphasis in women’s sports 
going more in the direction of recruiting. 


scholarships and national tournaments, I 
found coaching less and less to my 
liking.” she said shortly after submitting 
her resignation “The frustrations and 
tensions have begun to outweigh the joys 
and positive fulfillment. 
i love to teach and I love students. I 
feel I can contribute more to the athletic 
program at Stanford if I’m free to devote 
all my energy to physical education clas­ 
ses and the students in them.” 
So. Schoof. rather than return to her 
team which loses only one member from 
the strong 1976 squad, will teach badmin­ 
ton tennis and other PE classes 
“ 1 know a lot of people think I’m 
crazy." she continued 
"They say it 
would be a great ego trip what with the 
publicity of winning and going to the 
nationals But I don't need all that. I’m 
perfectly happy with my life teaching 
classes That’s the way I want it. 
"Going back. I admit I did a lot of soul- 
searching I began thinking about resign­ 
ing last year and I finally made up my 


mind last winter The job, with the 
strong emphasis on getting the right 
athletes and winning, was becoming a 
burden and I felt I had to look 
somewhere else 
When it gets to be 
work, you have to make a change 
“ I guess my decision surprised a lot of 
people." 
Schoof isn’t belittling the enactment of 
Title IX, which prohibits sex discrimina­ 
tion, insisting it was the right and neces­ 
sary move. 
“ But I knew when it was signed into 
law. I wouldn’t take part in it,” she said. 
"I simply don’t like to place such a huge 
emphasis on winning. Don’t get me 
wrong I do care whether we win or lose, 
but I’d rather see my team lose and play 
well rather than win and play badly. Win­ 
ning and records just don’t m ean 
anything to me Those probably are as 
good enough reasons for me to get out of 
competitive coaching.” 
Schoof has had phenomenal success in 
coaching field hockey evan though she 


played the sport only as part of her 
college curriculum. 
“That’s another reason why I shouldn’t 
be coaching,” she said. “ I don’t have 
great background in the sport. Now, I 
think it’s necessary that a coach have a 
solid background simply because it 
would make it much easier to coach on a 
competitive level ” 
Then, to what does she attribute her 
success9 
" P a rtly , 
I 
think, understanding 
people.” she said "I think 1 work with 
people very well and have an insight into 
people I also try to use the psychologi­ 
cal end to coaching I think success can 
come to any coach through knowing how 
to work with people and in putting it all 
together.” 
Overall, Schoof, who is field hockey 
commissioner of the Northern California 
Intercollegiate Athletic conference, led 
her teams to three conference cham­ 
pionships. tied for another and recorded 
two undefeated seasons.

Stevens pointed out that the 1977 Ford 
which was proposed for purchase was to 
replace a 1970 Buick used by the office of 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers and 
occasionally in the city vehicle pool. 
There have been times, Stevens said, 
when the five members of the council, 
and Wahlers have driven to a meeting 
together in the car and that it has been 
used well beyond the normal service that 
one might expect. 

Two 
years ago $5,000 was placed in the budget 
for a replacement car, but at that time 
Wahlers felt that, while the car had high 
mileage on it, it was in reasonably good 
condition and so it was decided to keep it 
for two more years. 
In recent times, while being used by 
Councilmen Joe Valencia and Stevens. lt_ 
has encountered mechanical failure, on 
one occasion causing Stevens to have to 
stay over in San Francisco so that it 
could be repaired. 
‘ ‘You don’t find many city ad­ 
ministrators who are willing to drive a 
car this old.” Stevens said. “ It has given 
us seven years and 107.000 miles of good 
service, but now it is time to replace it.” 
he said 
The new car is a demonstrator model 
and is technically a used car but carries 
a full new car warranty.

WASHINGTON - Congress has called 
for 
m ilitary equipment, including 
planes, radar, sensors and satellites, to 
bolster the faltering battle against drug 
abuse. 
This unusual requ est has been 
forwarded to the Pentagon by the Senate 
Permanent Investigations subcommit­ 
tee. In a private letter 
to Defense 
S e c r e ta r y H aro ld 
Brown, the senators 
pleaded: 
‘ ‘This country is 
fig h tin g 
a 
s e lf- 
proclaim ed war on 
drugs When fighting a 
war, you use the best 
resources available 
and make every effort 
to win. This is not be­ 
ing done.” 
The letter, signed by 
Sens. Sam Nunn. D- 
G a ., and C h a rle s 
Percy, R-IU , contends that drug abuse 
costs the United States a staggering $17 
billions annually. More than 5,000 
Americans die each year from the im­ 
proper use of drugs. thousands more are 
Killed and injured in drug-related 
crimes. 


The sheer magnitude of the drug 
problem has led the subcommittee to 
seek drastic counter-measures. 
"Within 
the 
federal government,” 
declare the senators, “ the Department 
of Defense alone possess the air and land 
vehicles needed to pursue and overtake 
the drug traffickers.” 


They point out that the Customs Ser­ 
vice “lacks sufficient planes, radar, sen­ 
sors and equipm ent to adequately 
protect our borders; the equipment it 
does have largely consists of second 
generation or ill-equipped models.” 
To curb the deadly drug traffic, the 
senators insist, will take “ resources 
comparable to sophistication to those 
used by the smugglers themselves." 
Footnote: A spokesman said the Pen­ 
tagon has received the proposal and is 
preparing a response to it. 


LETELIER MYSTERY. Cuban of­ 
fic ia ls have tipp ed off v isitin g 
Americans that the Cuban terrorist. 
Orlando Bosch, is the man behind the 
dynamite death of Chilean exile leader 
Orlando Letelier in Washington last 
September. 
This conclusion is based upon Fidel 
Castro’s own investigation of the assas­ 
sination His agents reported that the 
Chilean military junta enlisted Bosch to 
bankroll the plot. He was chosen, ac­ 
cording to the Cubans, because he was 
fanatical and honest enough not to steal 
the murder money. 
He allegedly parceled out the money to 
other anti-Commumst Cubans who ac­ 
tually blew up Letelier and a companion 
as they were driving down Washington’s 
tree-shaded embassy row 
Last August, we revealed that this 
same Orlando Bosch was involved in a 


plot to assassinate former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger in Costa Rica. 
Bosch slipped into Costa Rica on a false 
passport, ready to gun down Kissinger, 
but was clapped into jail four days before 
the visiting secretary arrived in the 
country. 


Bosch is now in a Venezuelan jail on 
suspicion of bombing a Cuban airliner. 
This caused the deaths of 73 Cubans, 
some reportedly Castro secret agents. 


Meanwhile, we have learned from U.S. 
intelligence sources that another figure 
in the Letelier case, Roberto Carballo, 
may be in danger of assassination 
himself. 


He is head of the veterans of the Bay of 
Pigs 2506 Brigade. His predecessor. Juan 
Jose Peruyero, was shot to death in 
Miami last Jan uary. It has been 
whispered that he was assassinated 
because he was preparing to talk to the 
FBI about the Letelier case. 


Carballo has been asked point blank by 
federal investigators whether he was in­ 
volved in the Letelier bombing. He has 
denied it flatly. But there is concern, 
nevertheless, that he may be a marked 
man. 
Footnote: Cuban foreign ministry 
sources passed on the information about 


Bosch to American visitors. There is 
always the possibility, of course, that the 
information may be fabricated to em­ 
barrass the Chilean dictatorship.

Saudi Arabian sources have made the 
startling suggestion, in the strictest of 
privacy, that the Arab oil states may be 
willing to provide financial aid to Israel 
if the Middle East conflict is settled The 
Saudis pointed out that the Israelis and 
the Arab moderates have a common in­ 
terest in keeping the Communists out of 
the Middle East. 
— President Carter’s proposal to jack 
up federal gasoline taxes has got gas sta­ 
tion owners worried. They will be ex­ 
pected to collect the extra taxes, which 
will mean having more cash on hand. 
They fear this will be an open invitation 
to armed robbery.

WASHINGTON - In this interval 
before the hammerblows of decision fall 
on the major economic issues consider 
the Carter chronology: Elected Nov. 2. 
1976; Inaugurated Jan. 20, 1977, essen­ 
tially still an unknown despite two years 
of campaigning across the country. 
His standing in the polls today is 70 or 
ab o v e . W hile h is 
standing m ay owe 
something to the in­ 
dicators of returning 
prosperity and an end 
to the recession, that 
is a minor factor. 
What we have been 
seeing is a piece of 
bootstrap politics by a 
master politician. 
How much of it has 
been calculated in the 
first three months to 
create an image that 
would withstand the buffeting of the 
energy and the anti-inflation programs? 
The answer to that will be a long time 
coming. But if it had been planned step 
by step by a master publicist — the Q and 
A on the telephone, the Massachusetts 
town meeting, the mass handshakes at 
every stop — it could not have been im­ 
proved upon. 
I have just been across the country 
from one side to the other talking to a 
wide variety of men and women, 
Democrats, Republicans, independents. 
With the exception of a few hard-shell 
conservatives who talk as they always 
have about turning back the clock of 
welfare reform to a date somewhere 
before 1933, they are for Carter. 
Some — and this goes even for staunch 
Republicans — are enthusiastic. They 
don’t talk so much about what he has 
done as what he is. He comes across as a 
man intelligent, honest, straightforward. 
The doubts of the more thoughtful 
observers are on the side of foreign 
policy and diplomacy. 
After three 
months in office, does he talk too much? 
Does he say one thing about the nuclear 
arms agreement with the Soviets one 
day and another thing the next day? Does 
he support that spouting whale up at the 
United Nations, Andrew Young, who 
apologizes one day for what he said 24 
hours before? 
Very few are concerned about this and 
one reason for this, I believe, is that 
foreign policy has taken a secondary 
place in the thinking of most Americans 
It has pre-eminence in Washington with 
a minority having a strong professional 
interest in world affairs. But so far as 
popularity goes, they are a neglible 
The fact is that Carter’s foreign policy 
appointments have been run-of-the-mill 
They have been in payment of political 
debts; the list of ambassadors thus far 
disclosed is notorious in this respect. Or 
they have been appointees young and in­ 
exp erien ced in governm ent and 
diplomacy in response to the campaign 
pledge about youth, women, blacks. 


In any event there it is, the image of a 
good man who means to do right by all 
the American people. What will be deter­ 
mined in very short order is whether this 
beneficent figure can stand up under the 
harsh necessities of what must be done if 
energy and inflation are to be brought 
under some control. 
Again the master publicist may make 
it seem that he is administering these 
doses with the greatest reluctance as a 
loving father would give his son a 
tablespoonful of castor oil. This will be 
the kind of test which so far he has not 
met. 
The example of Harry Truman has 
some bearing on the Carter phenomenon 
With the death of Franklin Roosevelt, 
Truman came into the presidency un­ 
known and untutored A wave of trepida­ 
tion was the reaction as the little man 
from Independence, Mo. took over 
toward the end of a terrible war. 
Yet it was not long before he had won 
a large measure of confidence 
One 
reason was his humility. He said he knew 
of at least a hundred men who could bet­ 
ter fill the office into which he had been 
plummeted. 
In four years he proved the fickleness 
of the great god demos From highs in 
the polls approaching the 70s, he went to 
a record low of 23. Unhappy events, such 
as the Korean war and Truman’s loyalty 
to hangers-on out of his past, were large­ 
ly responsible. 


This same thing can happen to Carter 
If he tries to live up to all his campaign 
promises it will certainly happen No 
president can bring about the kind of 
revolutionary changes he promised in his 
campaign in four years, if indeed he can 
bring them about at all. 


Foremost on the likely foredoomed list 
is government reorganization. He made 
his promises without any real knowledge 
of the complexity of the federal struc­ 
ture. And he has brought in people such 
as Bert Lance, head of the Office of 
Management and Budget, with even less 
knowledge 


My guess, sticking my neck way out, is 
that he will succeed Seldom in this cen­ 
tury has there been such an adroit politi­ 
cian in the White House But the bell is 
tolling and soon we shall see whether the 
image he has created is real or is merely 
a reflection of the deep need of the nation 
for trust and honesty
